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In response to the Office Action dated December 15, 2010, Applicants elect 
Species 1 or Figures 1-5. To complete the election. Applicants submit that the claims 
identified in the restriction requirement for Figures 1-5 should be examined on their 
merits, taking into account the traversal below. 

Applicants further submit the claim 1 is generic. The basis for this is that the 
Fresnel lens now found in claim 1 could include the two chambers disclosed in the 
specification. There is nothing in the specification that excludes the use of the 
chambers in combination with a Fresnel lens. Further, this is why the two chamber 
embodiment of the invention, e.g., claim 6, is made dependent on claim 1 and not 
written as an independent claim.
